DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Westfall (U.S. 
4,000,825). Westfall teaches a container 6 having at least one external thread 10 and a closure 5. The 
closure has a gasket 13 with raised flutes 25. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2 and 8-1 1 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed June 19, 2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Westfall does not teach an aggregate distance spanned that is a sum of 
the total distance spanned for all of the external threads to be less than an internal circumference of the 
thread engaging portion. Applicant also argues that this limitation ("an aggregate distance spanned that 
is a sum of the total distance spanned for all of the external threads to be less than an internal 
circumference of the thread engaging portion") is made possible by the uneven spacing of the preferred 
embodiment. It is the examiner's position that the limitation recited above is not limited to closures 
with unevenly spaced flutes. The flutes of Westfall are evenly spaced, but it is the examiner's position 
that the closure of Westfall also meets the limitation that "an aggregate distance spanned that is a sum 
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of the total distance spanned for all of the external threads to be less than an internal circumference of 
the thread engaging portion". The aggregate distance of Westfall is less than an internal circumference 
of the thread engaging portion because the total distance spanned by the points of contact for each 
thread is less than the circumferential distance spanned by the respective thread.
